Henry Dunham, hib father, was a taihu 
and was the father of eleven children.

Putting a sharp- 


pointed bayonet on one of the new 
Springfield breech-loading rifles—one of 
25 recently purchased by tlio county- 
he sheriff marched in among the prison- 
era and getting the gun in position, he 
:aused Murphy to walk out into the cor- 
ridor. Hedenborg came out afterwards 
at the first bidding, but Murphy at tirst 
refused to do any scrubbing. He talked 
back at the Sheriff and it did seem that 
tfurphy would not scrub, but finally he 
and Hedenberg got at work. 
It is not 


probable that the Sheriff will have any 
nore trouble with the prisoners. 
The 


Sheriff says he proposes to run the jail 
until tho first Monday in December, any- 
how, and that all of the jail birds must 
observe thescrubbing rules.

We regret to say that it 
will also be necessary to send a large 
number of tho lifth grade pupils from 
the Marietta to the Sangamon school. 
About eighty-five pupils are enrolled in 
that grade. 'Some twenty-five or thirty 
of those must iind seats in some other 
place. It is probable that some pupils 
who live west of the Marietta school, 
will have to go to the Singaimin schoo'.

and rifled some safes, and when Bailey 
and party met them they had jus 
found a cistern from which they hac 
just hauled fifteen bodies and had 
robbed theiuiof jewelry, rings, trinkets 
etc., and were throwing the bodie 
back into the well, liailey and partj 
were unarmed and the ghouls took 
their heels and escaped. 


A frame powder magazine at Sand 


stone, a portion of which was lef 
standing and which was empty, was 
torn down for material for coffins. 
Four Houre' WultlnK. Yet No Time for 
.Escape. 


The fire was seen by the Sandstone 


people four hours before it struck the 
town, and everything was packed up 
in readiness U> more to Kettle river, 
east of the vill age. Before anyone was 
aware of the real danger, the fire came 
upon the town from the north, cast 
and west, firing the whole town inside 
of five minutes. Many were unable to 
reach the riwer and died in the streets. 
A blacksmith "burned to a crisp in his 
shop where he was shoeing a horse. So 
sudden was the fire, not a thing was 
saved, and in thirty minutes the whole 
town was swept off the earth. 


Those who reached the river re- 


mained most of the night. 
A Clone Call for Six Hundred Ounrrjinen. 


The Stone quarry company had just 


received orders for a vast amount of 
\vork and in two more days a crew of 
GOO men would have been working 
there. 
The survivors are entirely 


destitute and have not even clothing 
to their backs, except such as is pro- 
vided by the relief committee. Wbolo 
families are wiped out. 


President Samuel Hill, of the East- 


ern Minnesota branch of the (Jreat 
Northern, came up from Hinckley this 
morning and took a Great Northern 
train oVer the St. I'aul & Dnluth road. 


Engineer lloagland of the Eastern 


Minnesota was started towards St. 
Cloud, and when last heard from was 
over half way there. Mr. Hill took the 
TJuluth road to within nine miles of 
Sandstone and walked over. 


The big Eastern Minnesota bridge 


ever the Kettle river has a steel arch 
in the middle 180 feet long which is 
still intact, though the wooden ap- 
proaches are burned. 
A Graphic Description by President IIIII 


of tho Eastern MlmieHotn. 


"The scene of death and ruin along 


the road is a terrible one," says Mr. 
Hill, "not a sign of life is anywhere to 
"be seen; all is a blackened, charred 
mass of ruins. Dead animals and hu- 
man beings are everywhere, and they 
are buried wherever found. In one 
old well we found twenty-five snakes 
and forty or fifty field mice, all in to- 
gether, alive. There were many pecu- 
liar features of the fire. In one place, 
•where all else was burned and black- 
ened all around, we found a wagon 
•with the hay in the box intact while 
the horses were dead. 


There is yet to be closed up on the 


Eastern Minnesota n gap of twelve 
miles between Hinckluy and Duluth, 
eight miles of which are between 
. Hinckley and Sandstone. There are 
four miles in the St. Cloud direction 
•which will be closed up by to-morrow. 1 
noticed in one place some freight car

ginning to be felt. The wark of res- 
cuing dead bodies continues. Many of 
the survivors are returning, and are 
living in tents. To- day a large number 
of bodies were recovered. Coroner 
Cow- 


an buried fifty-eight in the graveyard. 
At noon the body of old Jerry Cowles, 
with the head burned beyond almost 
all recognition, was found across the 
river in the gravel pit. Another body, 
supposed to be Olaf Olstedt, identified 
by a photograph, was also found there, 
ind it is thought that many more will 
be found later on. 
At the gravel pit there are dozens of 


dead 
horses and cows and burned 


wagons, and the smell which goes up 
from Hinckley is a terrible one. A 
heavy cloud of smoke from the im- 
mense fires hangs over the remains of 
the town, through wJiich is seen a 
small red ball. This is the sun. Por- 
tions of human bodies, a hand, a leg, 
an arm or bloody clothing are strewn 
here and there about the town, while 
on some of the streets are dead ani- 
mals of all descriptions. 


Horrible Scene* at the Cemetery. 


At the graveyard the terrible scen« 


still remains as horrible as ever. Mon- 
day's piles of bodies had been put un- 
der ground, some piled promiscuously 
in a trench ten feet wide and forty 
feet long, while others are put two, 
five or seven in a big pine box and 
buried. On the ground where the 200 
bodies were piled was a small mass of 
"burned clothing; here and there a 
charred hand or foot. 


Indescribable Scenes. 


Words cannot be found to describe 


the scene about the town this after- 
noon. Where the depot stood %vas a 
burned and charred hand. Farther 
down the tracks lay a woman's limb, 
while out in the surrounding country 
one finds human trunks, heads or 
bones. 


Late this afternoon the body of a 


man, with intestines exposed and body 
black as coal, was brought into town 
along with a child's fearfully burned 


j body and a man's leg and shoe. All 
were thrown into one pine coflin and 
buried. 


A few miles out in the woods on the 


Eastern Minnesoda was found the body 
of a man, and a few feet away a rifle; 
in another place a woman's trunk, the 
legs nnd arms having been burned off. 
Lee Webster, mayor of Hinckley, has 
lost his wife. She has not been identi- 


ed, and while feeling quiU- sure she is 
ad, he is searching everywhere for 
er. To-day he had nine bodies disin- 
erred that he might examine them. 
Hinckley survivors say if every one 
ad gone to the big grnvel pit all 
rould have been saved. Many went 
o the swamp across the river from 
hich as many as 100 corpses have been 
aken. 


Killed Himself When All Was l,i>«t. 
One farmer, whose name could not be 
Darned, who lived about half way be- 
weeh Miller and Sandstone, killed 
imself when he saw his wife and three 
liildren iind his son-in-law, his wife 
nd child all burned before his eyes.

9th inst, requesting me to send a rep- 
resentative of the department of agri- 
culture to the forthcoming Agricul- 
tural Irrigating convention, which 5s to 
meet in Denver in September next, has 
been duly recehred. 
The irrigations conventions hereto- 


fore assembled have always considered 
the question of memorials to congress, 
asking that the public lands now in- 
cluded within the so-caJled arid re- 
gions shall be donated by the govern- 
ment to the states and territories found 
within those, regions, and also the 
question of granting to those states the 
ownership and absolute control of all 
waters which are or can be made use of 
for the purpose of irrigation. 


The questions considered by these 


irrigation conventions have nothing to 
do with practical irrigation. 
They 


amount simply to the coming together 
of a body of citi7-ens for the purpose of 
asking congress for grants of lands 
and a cession of whatever control or 
ownerhip the general government may 
have of the waters in the arid regions. 


Ordinarily, it is not proper that a de- 


partment of the government should 
take part in such proceedings, where 
it would be to some extent placed in 
the position of responsibility for the 
act of citizens, and be found petition- 
ing another branch of the government. 


Furthermore, 
this department is 


charged, by law, with the duty of in- 
quiring into the practical workings of 
irrigations, with a view of assisting 
those who are engaged in irrigation 
farming, by bringing forward tlie best 
methods and appliances in use and 
calling their attention to them that 
they may profit thereby. It is also 
charged through the medium of re- 
ports furnished to all who desire them 
to give the best plans for the develop- 
ment of farms by means of irrigation 
to the end that settlers may go 
into 
the arid regions 
with some 


practical knowledge of the manner in 
which a home may be established and 
a family maintained in tho.se regions. 


These conventionc rto not deal with 


the subjects which this department is 
charged by law to consider. 


For this and for other reasons.,given, 


it has no right to a representation in 
the deliberations of your convention.

MD RDHS WITH LIGHTHIHG RAPIDITY 


Down Through a Union Depot, and, 


Meeting a Passenger Train on 


a Bridge, Plunges Through 


the Structure. 


COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 5.—Shortly be- 


fore midnight a cut of eight coal cars 
broke loose in the Fifth-avenue yards 
of the Fig Four road, and with light- 
ning rapidity ran down through the 
Union depot and west to the Olentmg 
river bridge, where it collided with 
Baltimore & Ohio passenger train, 100. 


It is reported that the bridge was 


knocked down and both trains plunged 
into the river.

The wreck occurred on the Columbus 


& Cincinnati Midland division of the 
Baltimore A Ohio railroad. When the 
wild curt, struck the passenger engine 
the latter was jus* entering the bridge 
from the west. The west span gave 
way and the engine and coal cars went 
down. The baggage car is hanging at 
an angle of forty-five degrees.
